Inconsistent Tariff Tinkers. 


The usual wide margin betiveen demo- 


cratic promises when seeking office, and 
performances after attaining to power, 
finds forcible emphasis in the record 
made by the majority in the lower 
bouse of the present congress- Wafted 
into place on a tidal wave of misrepre- 
eentatlon of the purposes and effects of 
the* McKlnley tariff, after a campaign 
In which they promised speedy repeal oJ 
that measure, they have permitted ifre 
months to pass by without the introduc- 
tion of a single bill to that end—and the 
best obtainable information Is to the 
efiect that no attempt at general repeal 
la to be made. 


AH that haa been accomplished by 


the two-thirds majority of the ways and 
means committee and of the house Is 
the passage of two squib bills, putting 
metal cotton ties and raiv wools on the 
free list—Tvhile both these measures 
have been so hedged about with incon- 
sistencies as to Insure their rejection by 
the senate when placed before that 
body for Its consideration. 


It would seem that reckless dema- 


goguery could go little further than in 
passing a bill admitting free of duty 
^British-made cotton-ties, while leaving 
the HcKinley tariff on iron ore, pig Iron 
and coal, such as, American manufac- 
turers must buy from which to make 
ties in competition. Yet this is exact- 
ly what is reqjired by the bill formu- 
lated in the Springer committee and 
rushed through the lower house of con- 
gress with less than two votes to each 
hundred democrats In the negative. 


But it appears that the democratic 


two-thirds was equal to a still further 
extreme of reckless inconsistency when 
It came to deal with the wool schedule. 
It has long been a cardinal tenet in free 
trade doctrine that the amount of eve- 
ry tariff is necessarily and inevitably 
added to the price—not alone of the 
article Imported, but of aU similar arti- 
cles of domestic production.

cjer the name ot a racing association con 
dooted by Mike McDonald in that park 
Tbe offioers with warrants made a rait 
on the concern, and one Brown shot ant 
killed two of tbe officers and was himseli 
killed resisting arrest, 


Three lives were lost on account of 


these law-breakers; but, instead ot ex- 
pressions of Borrow from those who are 
responsible ovei the result ot this crime 
ire Bed them expressing sorrow over the 
death of Brown, one ot their number 
sod cot a word of Borrow over tbe death 
of the officers of tbe law and their tami 
Jiea. Had every representative of the 
law beeu killed there would have been 
nothing but vatiataoiion over tbe result 
on the part of tbe manager of this st- 
oallpd park meeting. 


When men engage in any venture 


which brings them into each relation to 
Society and leads them to feel snob defl 
ance of the rights ot the public, it is 
time that tbe public should awake to tbe 
fact that it must be protected, and every 
possible encouragement should be given 
thorn wbo are attempting to bring the 
law-defers to justice. 


Laboring Men Will Think. 


The laboring men of Deoatur, as well 


as those of every other city, will have to 
answer the following questions at the 
the polls this tall: 


When all the protective duties eiv 


abolished, as tbe Democratic platform 
demands, and our ports are opened free 
to the cheap labor goods of Europe, 
what is tc be done with the millions of 
protected A.m»ricaD workmen wbo are 
knocked out ot their jobs and yet refuse 
to accept British rotes ot wagae?

Tbe Democratic friend o( labor is 
always and only found where tne dema- 
gogue is at work trying to destroy Re- 
publican majorities.
